35U.S.G.§101: In response to Applicant, the Examiner does not misinterpret the Applicant' s claim. As indicated in the previous Office 
Action, the Examiner clearly indicates that specification (page 3, lines 12-13; page 7, lines 14-15) discloses other fomris of propagated 
signal (i.e., carrier wave, digital signals etc..) that data-structure may be formatted (stored within the communication signal) for 
broadcasting. Therefore, the specification defines the computer readable medium to be a "signal". 

A "signal" embodying functional descriptive material is neither a process ("actions"), machine, manufacture nor composition of matter (i.e.. 
a tangible "thing") and therefore does not fall within one of the four statutory categories of § 101 . Rather, "signal" is a form of energy, in 
the absence of any physical structure or tangible material. 

Because the full scope of the claim as properiy read in light of the disclosure encompasses non-statutory subject matter, the claim as a 
whole is non-statutory. The examiner suggests amending the claim to include the disclosed tangible computer readable media, while at 
the same time excluding the intangible media such as signals, earner waves, etc defined in the specification. Any amendment to the claim 
should be commensurate with its corresponding disclosure. 
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
